Daley no w must deal with 
Hanrahan, who , altho ug h he 
still faces a trial in the Panther 
incident, is the sing le mo st im ­ 
po rtant o ffice-ho lder in Co o k

The 
sta te’s atto rney no t o nly co n­ 
tro ls 300 patro nag e atto rney 
jo bs but also has the po wer to 
seek g rand jury indictments 
ag ainst elected o fficials who do 
accept his new status as Da ­ 
ley ’s chief riv al. 
Daley said immediately fo l­ 
lo wing the results Tuesday , 
that he wo uld suppo rt Hanra­ 
han and that the pro secuto r is 
“ a man o f co ura g e.”

The telltale biochemical finger­ 
prints of a suspected human 
cancer virus have been found 
in the healthy relatives and 
friends of cancer victims, a sci­ 
entist said Monday. 
The discovery supports a pro­ 
vocative but still unproven idea 
that some cancers might be 
transmitted from person to per­ 
son by a virus. 
Dr S. Kingsley Sanders of 
the Sloan Kettering Institute for 
Cancer Research in New York 
discussed on Monday the re­ 
sults of the institute's latest 
work with scientists from 11 
countries meeting at Stanford 
University for a symposium on 
Hodgkin's disease—cancer of 
the lymphatic system. 
Sanders and his colleagues 
reported last September evi­ 
dence that two different virus­ 
like particles exist in cancer 
cells taken from Hodgkin's dis­ 
ease patients and grown in the 
laboratory. The scientists said 
then the next step was to test 
relatives, friends and others 
close to Hodgkin's disease vic­ 
tims for antibodies to the can­ 
cer virus particles. Antibodies 
would 
be 
produced 
by 
the 
body's natural defense mecha­ 
nism after exposure to the 
virus and would be the finger­ 
prints of the virus' presence 
These studies, which Sanders 
said Monday were preliminary 
and incomplete, showed posi­ 
tive antibody tests in 60 per 
cent of those who did not have 
Hodgkin's disease but 
were 
closely associated with a victim 
of the disease 
Studies of ‘ normal” individ­ 
uals with no history of contact 
with the disease showed only 30 
per cent positive. Sanders said 
He stressed in an interview 
that there still is no conclusive 
evidence the virus particles 
cause Hodgkin's disease 
The immediate importance of 
the findings. Sanders said, is 
that scientists now have a pow­ 
erful tool to test large popu­ 
lations for evidence of the virus 
particles.

W ASHINGTON (A P) — Con­ 
cealed recorders and wiretaps 
or electronic eavesdroppers are 
critically important in fighting 
the loan shark racket, the head 
of the Justice Department’s or­ 
ganized crime section says. 
Edward 
T. 
Joyce, 
acting 
chief of the section, told a 
House consumer affairs sub­ 
committee today that enforcers 
generally must rely on informa­ 
tion from a victim, who usually 
has been intimidated into ex­ 
tortion payments by threats of 
beating or worse. 
“ The victim himself may be 


willing to testify against his 
hoodlum creditor, but without 
corroboration such testimony is 
seldom 
trial-worthy,” 
Joyce 
said in prepared testimony. 
“ Consequently in many loan 
shark cases the government 
has asked the victim if he 
would consent to wearing a 
body recorder or transmitter 
during his next meeting.” 
This technique was used in 
about 66 organized crime-linked 
extortion cases, Joyce said. 
In other cases, where victims 
are too frightened to testify, 
“ probable cause of extortionate 


credit transactions involving 
certain telephones Or particula­ 
rized premises will furnish the 
support for a 
court-ordered 
wiretap or electronic bug even 
without a cooperating victim ,” 
Joyce said. 


Joyce said loansharking is 
now at least a very close third 
to gambling and the narcotics 
traffic as a source of income to 
organized crime. 
Moreover, he said, it also 
provides a channnel for under­ 
world infiltration of legitimate 
business.

HONOLULU (A P) — Nation­ 
al Football League owners have 
pulled off an unprecedented 
triple play that establishes Los 
Angeles and Houston as the 
host cities for the next two Su­ 
per Bowls and re-routes the 
Pro Bowl game from Los Ange­ 
les to alternating American and 
National Conference sites. 


The unprecedented action- 
setting up successive Super 
Bowl sites—came Tuesday on a 
compromise proposed by Bud 
Adams, the owner of the Hous­ 
ton Oilers, after the 26 club 
owners appeared deadlocked 
over whether to award the 1973 
Super Bowl game to Los Ange­ 
les or Houston. 
The 
compromise 
covered 
both. It returned the Super 
Bowl to the Los Angeles Coli­ 
seum at the end of the 1972 sea­ 
son for the first time since Su­ 
per Bowl I and gave the 1974 
Super Bowl to Houston’s Rice 


Stadium for the city’s first op­ 
portunity at hosting pro foot­ 
ball’s premier spectacle. 
It made Houston only the 
fourth city ever to be awarded 
a Super Bowl game—Los Ange­ 
les having hosted the first and 
Miami and New Orleans the 
last five post-season extrava­ 
ganzas. Miami and New Or­ 
leans both made presentations 
at the meeting. 
In order to accomodate Los 
Angeles as the Super Bowl site, 
the owners shifted the site of 
the Pro Bowl game, which has 
been a fixture in that city since 
1951, to Dallas, Tex., stadium 
for 1973 and an AFC city in 
1974. The AFC site was not 
picked. 
The three dates for the pro 
bowls cover the game being 
played either Saturday or Sun­ 
day, or possibly Monday as an 
extension of the popular Mon­ 
day night series of national 
telecasts.
